In the President's proclama- 
tion designating EARTH WEEK, Mr. Nixon

And the good earth 
cannot sustain and repair the injust- 
ices of man forever. Man must help 
to put his own earthly house in order, 
When God created the earth and saw 
that it was good, man did not agree 
and leave it that way.
